Some  time  ugo,  a  Mr.  Harding  of  Phil¬ 
adelphia,  who  had  l>een  a  constant  guest 
ut  the  old  Mountain  House,  with  hfs  fam 
ily,  and  his  horse,  and  all  his  belong¬ 
ings.  wanted  some  attention  or  othfr 
that  was  not  given  him.  Mr.  Beach,  ©f 
i  he  Mountain  House,  who  is  by  the  way 
ii-  relative,  near  or  remote,  of  our  family 
•f  the  same  name,  treated  him  very  curt- 
>  when  he  objected.  He  told  him  sub- 
-Va.u baity  what  Constantine  told  Acesius 
at  the  council:  "  Build  a  ladder  than 
|aiul  climb  up  in  your  own  fashion. 
That  is  he  told  him,  if  he  didn't  like  it  he 
could  hitild  and  run  a  hotel  of  his  own— 
..r  words  to  that  effect  In  three  hours 
Mr  Harding  had  bought  his  grouped!  gt 
tin-  -<>athern  edge  of  the  Mountain  Houfle 
l>n»|*crty,  and  there  is  the  Hotel  Kaater- 
Btiueoae  and  splendid  to-day. 

The  <  atskill  Mountain  Railroad,  a  puf¬ 
fing  little  narrow  gauge,  runslyou  >  up  to 
the  foot  of  the  main  range.  There  you  get 
-tath\s  for  a  climb  to  the  top  by  the  new 
[  road.  The  Mountain  House  has  its  own 
rotfd.  and  MY.  Harding  has  built  a  new 
<>ue  from  Palenville  to  his  own  hotel  at 
f  the  top.  •  It  leaves  the  Kaaterskill  Glove— 
h  great  gorge  that  cuts  through  to  Hun¬ 
ter  and  the  regions  up  this  valley — and 
,  then  turning  sharply  towards  the  ascerit 
i  it  advances  by  steep  grades  and  short 
curves  to  the  summit.  A  Catskill  Moun¬ 
tain  horse  ought  to  be  all  shoulders  and 
thighs.  These  grades  are  just  enomiou*, 
and  1  iiut  not  new  to  mountain  roads, 
either.  ,  f 

The  peculiar  wagon  of  this  region  Is 
evolved  from  the  necessities  of  the  ca af. 
.It  is  long,  and  with  a  frail  sort  of  top 
ojH*n  on  all  sides,  and  the  baggage  p 
piled  in  at  the  rear  I  judge  I  have  seen 


Nor  shall  1  forget  how  we  heard  from 
the  top  of  the  Bear's  Den  that  strange  her¬ 
mit  bird,  the  wood-robin,  calling  to  his 
mate;  nor  hdwTrom  that  point  and  from 
the  top  of  Sunset  Rock  we  wakened*  dis¬ 
tant  echoes;  nor  how  on  Prospect  Hock 
we  extended  our  view  to  north  and  south, 
until  in  one  majestic  sweep  we  embraced 
the  entire  scene.  Dr.  Hawley's  long  ac¬ 
quaintance  with  the  mountains  makes 
him  a  most  ,  charming  companion.  He 
tells,  as  we  wilk  leisurely  along,  of  how 
he  once  saw  a  bear;  of  the  bears  that 
even  now  coi^e  down  to  get  berries,  and 
how  they  are  too  shy  to  be  seen  by  mod¬ 
ern  mortals  tfrotgh  they  often  leave  their 
fresh  tracks;  of  the  Indian  arrowhead 
that  he  founif  on  Newman’s  Ledge,  and 
of  the  glacier  marks  that  he  discovered 
on  Prospect  Rock.  He  showed  me  where 
the  artist  left,  bis  colors  on  the  smooth 
rock  he  used  $s  a  palette.  He  points*  to 
a  crevice  in  the  cliff  which  thirty  years  ago 
was  only  a  crack  and  is  now  over  a  foot 
in  width,  and  tin  which  frost  and  snow  do 
their  winter’s 'work  to  push  the  big  mass 
over  the  edge*  They  are  slowly  crowding 
it  along,  and  when  it  falls  it  will  startle 
the  valley  But  now  we  are  off  for  New¬ 
man's  Ledges, to  which  Dr.  Hawley  him 
self  filazed  an©  made  the  path. 

1  know  no  grander  view  than  this.  As 
we  sit  there]  and  feel  how  boldly  and 
strongly  this  jocky  ledge  is  pushed  out 
from  the  mountain  face,  and  as  we  watch 
the  plain  beliiw,  and  again  anil  again 
take  in  the  sweep  of  the  prospect,  I  do 
not  wonder  that  we  both  linger  and  are 
loth  to  go.  But  the  hpurs  are  remorseless

On  the  side  of  the  landsciuie  which  we 
saw  the  sun  Was  shining  The  shadow  of 
the  Mountain  House  was  at  our  hpeks. 
Anjl  there  we  enjoyed  the  privilege  of 
hearing  I)r.  C’h&ries  Hawley,  of  Auburn, 
the  best  commentator  on  that  big  volume, 
a  dear  and  long  time  friend  of  the  whole 
three  of  us,  |x»int  out  the  objects  of  inter¬ 
est.  There  was  the  flash  of  the  H&ratoga 
train,  bound  south,  yellowly  crawling 
down  the  opposite  bank  of  the  silver  rib¬ 
bon.  There  was  the  Catskill  boat  throwing 
off  the  sunbeiuns  from  her  white  side  But 
it  impressed  us  greatly  to  see  how  little  life 
was  apparent  below.  The  spinning  and 
toiling  Emmets  on  the  plain  beneath  had 
dotted  the  Ikndscape  with  white  houses 
and  cleared  fields, anils triped  it  with  roads 
and  railway*  But  to  the  unassisted  eye 
Man  was  as  nothing  amid  all  his 
works.

And  now 
that  oar  harrows  are  armed  with  steel 
teeth,  and  ore  supplemented  with  clod 
crashers  and  cultivators  of  various  types 
for  comminuting  the  soil,  the  sorrows  of 
the  toad  are  intensified,  and  he  is  threat¬ 
ened  with  extinction  in  all  cultivated 
fields.  Stay  thy  hand  from  slaughter, 
tiller  of  the  soil !  The  toad  is  a*  useful  in 
his  place  as  the  implements  of  tillage  you 
drive  over  his  back  so  thoughtlessly. 
“  The  jewel  in  his  head  ”  is  not  there,  but 
in  his  capacious  stomach,  that  always  has 
room  in  it  for  one  more  bug,  one  more 
worm,  that  destroys  the  food  of  man. 
Watch  his  habits  for  a  day.  and  observe 
the  lightning  thrusts  of  his'  tongue  as  he 
scoops  in  your  enemies,  and  you  will  have 
a  better  appreciation  of  his  work,  and  of 
his  place  in  good  husbandry.  If  your 
garden  is  without  toads  you  can  afford 
to  purchase  them  for  stock  They  will 
pay  good  dividends,  as  surely  as  super 
phosphate.—  American  Agriculturist. 


What  the  Bird*  Accomplish. 

The  swallow  and  Dight  hawk  are  the 
guardians  oi  the  atmosphere.  They 
check  the  increase  of  insects  that  other¬ 
wise  would  overload  it.  Woodpeckers, 
creepers,  and  chickadees  are  the  guardi¬ 
ans  of  the  trunks  of  trees.  Warblers  and 
flv-catchers  protect  the  foliage.  Black 
birds,  crows  thrushes,  and  larks  protect 
the  surface  of  the  soil.  Snipe  and  wood¬ 
cock  protect  the  soil  under  the  surface 
Each  tribe  has  its  respective  duties  to  per 
form  in  the  economy  of  nature;  and  it  is  an 
undoubted  fact  that  if  the  birds  were  all 
8 Wept  off  the  face  of  the  earth,  man  could 
not  live  upon  it;  vegetation  would  wither 
and  die;  insects  would  become  so  numer¬ 
ous  that  no  liying  thing  could  withstand 
their  attacks.  The  wholesale  destruc¬ 
tion  occasioned  by  grasshoppers  is  un¬ 
doubtedly  caused  by  the  thinning  of 
the  birds,  such  as  grouse,  prairie  hens, 
etc.,  which  feed  upon  them.  The  great 
and  inestimable  services  done  to  the  fann¬ 
er,  gardener,  and  florist  by  the  birds  is 
only  becoming  known  by  sad  experience. 
Spare  the  birds  and  save  your  fruit ;  the 
little  hill  of  com  and  fruit  taken  by  them 
is  more  than  compensated  by  the  quan¬ 
tities  of  noxious  insects  they  destroy. 
The  long  persecuted  crow  has  been  found 
by  actual  experience  to  do  more  good  by 
the  vast  quantities  of  grubs  and  insects 
he  devours  than  the  harm  he  does  in  the 
few  grains  of  com  he  pulls  up.  He  is  one 
of  the  farmer's  beet  friends. — Home  Jour¬ 
nal.  _
